Twe thousands mules are enjoying 
presperity from a mulish standpoint at 
the National Stockyards, East St. Leulis, 
as a result ef the financial stringency. 
Since the money flurry kicked itself 
west as far as St. Louis, the mules have 
kicked themselves up to the feedtrough 
regularly, without werking fer their 
feed. 

Cemmission firms had the mules on 
hand when the mule market dropped

The mules, 
eneugh to steck a good-sized army, 
consume 6500 bales ef hay, 1000 bush- 
els ef cern, a never-ending supply of 
water and 10 wagonieads of sawdust 
daily. Theywgo not eat the sawdust. 
That is used for bedding. 

It is estimated that the cost of feed- 
ing them is $400 per day. During the 
45 days of currency deflation the mules 
have eaten up $18,000 profits of the mule 
business—and they are still. eating. 


Busy Kicking Sawdust. 
A mule’s value does not increase with 


his eating capacity. It is expected te 
earn its feed each day. At night if 
the mule has net werked that day’s feed 
is lest. These mules are not exactly 
“gamboling on the green,” but they 
aré amusing themselves by kicking saw- 
dust at each ether between mealtimes 
in their pens. 

If a buyer visits the livestock market 
these days he is given plenty ef eppor- 
tunity td buy 


mules. While the 
animals munch 
feed their ewners 
are hustling for 
buyers.

Danger of Blood Poisoning 
Causes Order by the 
Government. 





MANY ARE CONFISCATED 





News From Relatives and For- 
eign Greetings Never to 
Be. Delivered. 


The mica tinsel which makes the fan- 
cy Christmas postal cards look se pret- 
ty is dangerous. In severa! instances it 
has caused serious blood-poisoning and 
injuries | to the eyes of postal clerks 
handling the cards, and orders have 


been sent out from Washington against 
allowing cards se decorated to pass 
through tne mails unless inclosed ir en- 
velopes. : ef 

This means that many Christmas 
greetings will fail te reach their des- 
tination, and that many opcrsons to 
whom they are addressed will wonder 
why someone has forgotten them. The 
orders must be obeyed, and  tinseled 
cards must be sent to the dead letter 
effice. 

The blame for the whele matter is 
laid at the door of unscrupulous dea!ers 
in postal cards, who do not inform pur- 
chasers that they will be confiscated 
and sent to the dead letter office un- 
less they are inclosed in envelopes. If 
the card is put in an unsealed envelope 
it may be sent to any part of the Unit- 
ed States for i%tent. If sealed, it would 
take 2 cents. 


Inspector Gets 286 Cards. 
One day last week 236 of these cards 


ef every conceivable kind were turned 
over te Chief Posteffice Inspector Ful- 
ton. Two hundred of.these cards were 
directed to fereign countries. More 
than a thousand of the cards have been 
taken up each week recently. 

Among the 286 cards were many writ- 
ten in St. Louis and other parts of Mis- 
souri. One grandmother stopped over 
at Union Station and took time to write

telling them that the headache she had 
when she left them had disappeared and 
she thought she would be well enough 
te finish her journey.

Pathetic and humerous results of the 
department order are intermingled in 
the assortment of pestals. A number ef 
the pestals are from relatives of stu- 
dents in different cenvents in or near 
St. Leuls. One yeung woman in a con- 
vent in Mexice wrote to a young lady 
friend in the Sacred Heart Cenvent at 
St. Leuis, asking the St. Louis friend 
to write and tell her all about Christ- 
mas in St. Louis. The card never will 
be answered because the St. Leuis girl 
never will get it. 

Seme of the cards represent an invest- 
ment ef a dollar or more. Many of 
them retail at as much as 15 and 2- 
cents. There were eight and ten cards 
that evidently had been mailed’ by the 
same sender. One Greek mailed a pos- 
tal te his relatives in Athens. 

The cards bere handsomely tinseled 
phetegraphs ef the Santa Claus of the 
Greek's adopted country, but the rela- 
tives in Athens will never knew how 
much the Greek in St. Louis was think- 
ing of them. His cards have been con- 
fiscated.

Tax on Corporations Probable 
Outcome of Full Temper- 
ance Victory. 


Missouri will be as dry as the Sa- 
hara within twe years, with a Pro- 
hibitien Governor to keep the lid on 
St. Louis saloons every day in the 
week.— Prediction of prosecuting at- 
torneys im Missouri “dry” counties. 

If a law were passed prohibiting the 
manufacture ef beer and liquors in Mis- 
souri the loss te these persons engaged 
in the industries would be more than 
$50,000,000, and 10,000 men and 2000 women 
with annual wages aggregating $6,000,000 
a year would be thrown out ef employ- 
ment, according to official statistics now 
being prepared for submission to Gov. 
Folk. | 

Twenty-seven Breweries Here. 

Figures cempiled by State Labor Com- 
missioner Hiller shew that in St. Louis 
at the end ef 1906 there were 27 brew- 
eries and 18 distilleries. 

The capital invested in breweries was 
$25,820,030, and the value ef the output 
was $18,043,102. 

In the making of beer 6793 men 
4388 women were employed, -and-- 
amount paid in wages during the year 
was $4,225,811. 

Material and supplies used in. making 
beer were valued at $6,197,970. Buildings 
were worth $9,074,866, a.d grounds had 
a valuatien of $5,173,910. The machinery 
in the St. Louis breweries was listed at 
$2,319,917. 

The 18 distilleries of St. Leuis had a 
capitalization of $993,420 and an output 
valued at $3,673,646. In the making of 
whisky 207 men and women were ¢m- 
ployed and their wages amounted to 
ya (1,390. 

Material and supplies to the ameunt of 
$1,711,840 were used, grounds — were 
valued at $15,500, buildings at $27,500 and 
machinery at $24,327. : 

State Would Lose. 

Not counting the less in capital in- 
vested, prohibition would mean a Joss 
of more than $25,000,000, figuring, State, 
county and city taxes, wages paid em- 
pleyes in the liquor business, the value 
of the material consumed -in the manu- 
facture of whisky, wine and beer and 
the money received by railroad compa- 
nies fer transporting liquor. 

Taking the statistics of 1906, which are 
the latest available, the State would iese 
$1,321,062 annually by stopping the man- 
ufacture and sale of beer and liquer. 
The State levies an inspection tax en 
peer, receiving from this source this 
year (the last three weeks of December 
peing estimated) $421,062. There is a 
State license of $200 a year on saloons. 
In 1906, when the license was only $100, 
the State received in. license moneys 
from saleons $455,667.14. With double the 
amount of the license the State this 
year sheuld receive about $900,000 from 
this source. There is also an ad va- 
wrem tax, which in 1906 amounted to 
$2073.71. This represents che total tax 
received by the State from breweries, 
distilleries and salodns, except the prep- 
erty tax, which prebably would. be 
ferthceming if the property was pu to 
seme other use. 

The counties ef the State, including 
St. Leuis city, received license and ad 
valorem tax from saloons in 1906 te the 
amount of $2,324,156.07. 

Each city in the State taxes its sa- 
joens, the license in @ majority of eases 
being higher than that levied by the 
county. It is estimated that the av-g 
erage city license is net less than $1000 a 
year. At this rate the cities and towns, 
exclusive of St. Leuis, which is classed 
with the counties, receive abeut $2,500,000 
annually in licenses. 

Would Lose Capital. 

The capital invested in brewery and 
distillery property in the State, accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by the Bureau 
ef Labor Statistics, 1s $29,145,359, the 
greater part of which would be an ab- 
solute loss te the owners should pro- 
hibition be adepted. Of this amount 
$27,561,310 is invested in breweries, and 
$1,592,049 in distilleries and wine manu- 
factories. There are ® breweries and 
5i distilleries in the State. 

It is estimated that the clesing of 
breweries, distilleries and saleons would 
throw out ef employment about 17,000 
persons. Last year 6927 persons were 
empleyed by breweries in the State, and 
65 by distilleries. There are about 6000 
saloons in Missouri. Estimating two 
employes to a saioon, the closing wéeuid 
deprive 10,000 persons of positions. At 
an average salary of $50 a month, this 
weuld mean a less of $6,000,000 vt in 

eon employes. e em- 
sleices mf Secale and distilleries in 
1906 received a total ef $4,082,058. 

Accurate statistics on the meney re- 
cefved by railroads annually for the 
‘ransportation of brewery and disthiery 
products in Missouri are net obtainable 
because railroad companies in theif re- 
serts de not separate their Missouri 
business from that dene in ether states. 
A ‘etatistician in the eftice ef the Board 


Sixty-one counties in Missouri have 
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MISSOURI LAWS AGAINST LIO

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taken this action. In eight of these 61 
counties liquor is sold in the largest 
town, but the rest of the county is 
“dry.”’ There are 114 counties in the 
State, so that more than ene-half the 
State is ‘“dry.’’

New Tax Would Come. 

It is generally cenceded by these who 
discuss prohibition that, eliminating the 
cuestion of a possible ultimate reductien 
in the cest of State Government threugh 
&® reduction of criminal costs and the 
cost of maintaining penitentiaries and 
asylums, that the less of mere than 
$1,000,000 in State revenue, which would 
be an immediate result of prohibition, 
would have to be met by a tax on the 
corporations doing business in Misseuri. 

Gov. Folk recommended to the last 
Legislature the levying of a tax ef 
one-fifteenth of one per cent on the 
capital stock of cerporations engaged 
in business in this State. A bill along 
this line, introduced by Rrepresenta- 
tive Griffith of Bates County, failed 
of passage. In 1906 the domestic corpor- 
ations of Missouri had a paid-up capi- 
tal ef $804,481,551. On the basis men- 
tioned by the Governer, the tax to € 
derived from them would be $536,221, 
less than half the revenue now de- 
rived from the liquor business. By add- 
ing to this capita] $24,994,934,-the amount 
of foreign corporation capital repre- 
sented by property of fereign corpora- 
tions within the State, the tax would 
be increased only $16,663. To recoup the 
losses to the. State treasury by the 
adoption of prohibition, a tax of one- 
sixth of one per cent would be re- 
quired. This would amount to 11,382,460. 

Tax Benefits Roads. 

This is proceeding on the theory that 
all the domestic corporations would re- 
main incorporated in Missouri, and that 
none of them would withdraw te in- 
corporate in other States to escape this 
taxation. On a capitalization. of $1,000,- 
000 this ta% would amount to nearly 
$500 a year. 

The country roads in Missouri have 
for many years been kept in repair 
with money derived from the saleons. 
With the adoption of local option or 
prohibition this road fund would be 
done away with, and it weuld become 
necessary for the ceunties te provide 
repair of roads and bridges by other 
means of taxation.

Thursday 400 men were entombed fn a burning mine 
near Connellsville, Pa. 

Japan announced that it would heartily welcome the 
American fleet to its ports.

We may judge the future only by the past, 
and, so judging, we must conclude that in vari- 
ous places, perhaps at our own doors, there are 
men and women at this moment contemplating 
murder. 

Each day we read of ghastly crimes, many of 
them nezr at hand, arising in most cases from 
sudden impulses of anger, jealousy, revenge and 
despair. Murder used to have a deep-seated mo- 
tive. It was coniparatively fare. Generally 
speaking it was the result of avarice or some one 
of the * ices proceeding therefrom. 

Now men kill others, sometimes whole groups 
or families and themselves. also; with hardly 4 
more important reason than vexation or pique. 
They send wives, children, parents, friends, to 
bloody graves and commit their own sin-stained 
souls ‘to’ perdition as lightly ag they would grasp 
a friendly .and or wave a heedless farewell. 
Why do they do it and‘can nothing be said or 
done to stop them? 

It has been said that the fear of future pun- 
ishment has died out of men’s hearts and that 
this is at once the cause and the effect of the 
declining influence of the pulpit. It has been 
said that firearms and poisons are too easily ob- 
tained. It has been said that the strain and 
stress of modern life are too sevére. It has been 
said that degeneracy is fearfully on the increase 
and that there has been a great let-down in Ke 
moral fiber and fortitude of the race. 

Perhaps there is truth in some or in ‘all aa 
these things, but, even so, they can hardly ac- 
count for the savagery of the day, and they take 
no account of progress made in other directions. 
The fact is that in spite of education, the amel- 
icration of industrial and social conditions, the 
growth of benevolence and the advancement of 
mankind.in many ways men - kill others and 
themselves for trifles, as if no sorrow and no 
darkness encompassed the tomb. 

It must be that. with all of our enlightenment 
and increasing comforts there has been a dis- 
tinct loss of the homely philosophy that once 
‘was the stoutest armor with which men and 
women faced adversity, suffering, disappoint- 
ment and death. It may have had its roots in 
religious faith, or in ‘ethical culture or in blunt- 
ed stoicism, but, whatever it was, it proved a 
mighty defense in all of the vicissitudes of life. 
Reason might despair, but Hope persisted and 
conquered. 

Faith in something and service or usefulness 
tc something or somebody appear to be necessary 
in this world and in every walk of it, if we are 
to escape the darkest caves of misery. It is cer- 
tainly true that a life brutishly aimless, with no 
lights whatever ahead and with no service to 
which mind -nd hand may be applied furnishes 
the groundwork for many of the tragedies aris- 
ing from seemingly paltry causes that fill the 
world with horror today. 

Probably nothing that can be said or done 
will reach the wrong-headed, the purposeless, 
the diseased, the cowardly, the ill-balanced, the 
desperate, the malicious and the abnormally sen- 
sitive whom we now have with us. They must 
run their course, carrying death and disgrace as 
they go, even Hell trembling at their hideous 
But there is manifest need of imstruc- 
tion and discipline for the young in matters 
bearing upon life and its duties, privileges and 
responsibilities. 

In some manner modern education in the 
home and in the school seems to have lost this 
idea, and its place has been taken by things 
more attractive, perhaps, but really of less im- 
portance. The wretches who kill by wholesale 
for small reason or for no reason whatever are 
the product of an age overinstructed in romance, 
fclly and adventure and greatly lacking in phi- 
losophy, in faith and in a sense of service and 
duty. 
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INTROSPECTION AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 

There is evidence enough at Washington that 
recent events have had a chastening effect upon 
the occupant of the White House. Unhappily, 
there is no suggestion that the faintest gleam as 
to the real ncture of his offending has yet reached 
his inner consciousness. 

It matters little now whether the present ex- 
ecutive shall increase his store of knowledge or 
not, but there is a lesson in his discomfiture which 
should not be lost upon others. 

Mr. Roosevelt does himself and his countrymen 
an injustice when he assumes that his alleged “‘re- 
sponsibility for the banic” lies wholly in hfs at- 
tempt to enforce the laws against trusts, combi- 
nations, rebaters and the various other malefac- 
tors of great wealth. He is to be praised and not 
condemned for all that he has done in that di- 
rection. He might have done more. 

What Mr. Roosevelt is answering for now and 
what he will have to answer for through all the 
years to come is his thougn less and heedless 
radicalism, his suggestions of an executive dic- 
tatorship, his assaults upon the courts and his 
violence of s*>ech. 

Naturally enough, a man guilty of grievous er- 
rors prefers to ignore them and to dwell upon 
something else, but neither the President nor 
the phonographic correspondents who enjoy his 
favor will ever be able to shift. the accusations 
j made against him from his errors to his virtues. 
He is not under judgment for doing too much. 
He has talked too much. 

We have professional agitators in this country 
who talk at all times, generally reckless of truth, 
reason and consequences. We are accustomed to 
them. We know their bray and it does not alarm 
us. They say things with impunity which the 
President of the United States cannot even hint. 
They are foot and tongue free. He is shackled by 
precedent, by position and by responsibility. 

These agitators gained only a languid notice 
until the President took up their cause and with 
language quite as extreme as their own addressed 
the same crowds that they have harangued for 
years. There is much in Mr. Roosevelt’s public 
career to sustain the belief that he has no proper 
appreciation of the fact that the President of the 
United States speaks as well as acts with author- 
ity. . é : 
This authority of speech has been woefully 





misused, and the worst of it is that it has been 
}80 misused as to make these vapid agitators re- 


s}-ectable. Their extravagence, their folly, their 
radicalism and their violence, when voiced and

the United States, tcok ona new mecning and 
gained ew force. : 

This is Mr. Roosevelt’s offense, and if he can- 
not understand the fact, it is highly important 
that others should grasp its full meaning and 
piofit by it. Confidence was impaired not because 
criminals were prosecuted or threatened with 
prosecution, but because a chief magistrate whose 


ure in haranguing the people on the lawlessness 


and laborious work of his office. 

Our agitators had heen overwhelmingly repudi- 
ated at the polls. Events had made them ridic- 
ulous. “They had become the subjects of jokes by 
the circus clowns and of burlesque on the vaude- 
ville stage. They were at the end of their ropes 
when the President of the United States gave them 
gtanding and recognition and, by outdoing them 
in gome things, almost silenced them. It was 
then that the judicious took alarm. 

Such a thing as “presidential stature” used to 
be gravely considered by the people of America. 
Ir had reference to temperament as well as to 
ability, courage and rectitude. Men not of 
presidential stature might be honest, smart, vig- 
orous and ,strenuous, but they’ cme lack dig- 
uity, balance, wisdom and caution. Many of these 
acpirants have failed to reach the White House, 
ang the .vors of that stately mansion should be 
closed against all such forever. 
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PLENTY OF LAW FOR COAL MINES. 

Contemplating the awful massacres in the coal 
mines, men everywhere cry for law and more 
law. 

The Governor of West Virginia has hastily 
called the Legislature in extra session, and we 
need not be surprised to hear presently that even 
in Pennsylvania, where government is vested 
chiefly in railway, iron, steel and coal companies, 
a similar show of frantic action will be taken. 

Yet there is not a State in the Union having 
coal mines which does not carry on its statute 
books a great body of laws providing for the in- 
spection, regulation and safeguarding of the min- 
ing industry. Nothing is the matter, with our 
laws. We have more than we need. 

The trouble is that the great coal operators take 
only a languid interest in law bearing upon them- 
selves, and too many men in Officé find it con- 
venient if not profitable to fix their attention on 
something else, generally the minor morals of the 





people. 

All over this country there is prodigious activ- 
ity just now in the revival and enforcement of 
laws restricting personal liberty. In no place is 
there an insistent popular demand that murderous 
greed in the coal trade be checked and punished. 

Probably every one of the coal mine tragedies 
of the past month would have been avoided if the 
laws already in existence had ‘heen enforced, but 
how can real laws be made effective when the 
time of society and of officialdom is taken up with 
the pursuit and prosecution of beer drinking, 
cigarette smoking and bootblacking on Sunday? 

Every grasping villain connected with the coal 
trade has reason to thank fortune that men and 
women are now intent upon small things rather 
than great things and that the fiercest penalties 
of justice are inflicted not upon industrial out- 
rage, plunder and murder, but upon social pecca- 
dilloes. 

A community or a state given over in its 
righteous activities wholly to the persecution of 
people for habit’s sake has neither time nor in- 
clination to reprobate such crimes as are now 
taking place weekly in the foul and death-strewn 
mines of the coal barons, where, to save a few 
dollars, hundreds of lives are remorselessly sac- 
rificed. 





THE BARTENDER’S DOG. 

It may be that the pious Mr. Gates honestly 
mistook Tom Divarny’s collie dog for his own, or 
it may have been a justifiable and zealous pur- 
pose to reform the animal that prompted Mr. 
Gates to keep it. 

Mr. Gates, who was once a Baptist parson and 
is even now a very worthy person, being the al- 
moner of John D. Rockefeller at Montclair, N. 
J., might naturally regard Tom Divanny as an 
improper person to be entrusted with the care, 
maintenance and moral upbringing of a dog, since 
Tom Divanny is the village bartender. 

In any event, the dog found itself adopted in 
Mr. Gates’ household, where there were a re- 
fined atmosphere and proper associations, in- 
cluding Mr. Gates himself, and in the library a 
splendid fur rug whereon the dog might lie while 
the good almoner scratched away at his volumi- 
nous correspondence, perused the Graves-Ditzler 
debate, or possibly composed from a text; and 
after dinner the two, the dog on the rug and 
the pastor in the rocker, might snooze compan- 
ionably before the warm grate.

UNWRITTEN LAWLESSNESS. 

For the third time in his career Gov. Comer of 
Alabama has pardoned on the score of “unwritten 
law” a homicide adjudged guilty by a jury. 

While the pardoning power exists as a chee 
upoh the juridical punitive power, and is logically 
and constitutionally as much an expression of 
law as the punitive function itself, it manifestly 
transcends its prescribed limitations when it be- 
comes subversive of law itself. 

For a Governor expressly to nullify a decree 
of constituted law in favor of an assertion of 
‘unwritten law” is in the nature of a revolution- 





Yry act for which it would appear he might be 


properly impeached. 

When a jury violates its authority in '):hal! of 
“unwritten law” it does so nominally upon other 
grounds. In any event, there is no recourse or 
punishment to be had for Jurors who ignore their 
sworn duties to the State in sudh manner. 

But when a Governor in so doing plants him- 
self expressly upon a theory that not only is not 
recognized by law, but is directly repugnant to 
the laws he is sworn to execute, he not only fila- 
grantly violates his oath of office, but becomes a 
dangerous enemy to constituted order. 

In effect, he nullifies the very authority under 
which he purports to act. By substituting his 
authority for the statutes he trespasses upon leg- 
islative power, revokes written law and chal- 
lenges the constitution itself. 

It is highly desirable that some conspicuous 
test be soon made of the limits to which the 
so-called “unwritten law” may encroach upon 
the law of the land. Gov. Comer’s conspicuous 
bad example, adding force to fallacy as nothing 
else has done of late, might be seized upon and 
turned to good account in correcting what might 
be taken to be a rapid tendency back towards 
government by primitive instinct, or no gove-n- 
ment at all.

Eye Infirmities and Art, 


Dr. Cabanes also shows that a great 
many of the effects produced in art are 
due to infirmities of the eye. The ex- 
traordinary style of some artists, he 
Says, results from the fact that their 
eyes are not normal, and therefore do 
not receive an accurate impression of 
colors. 

Dr. Cabanes attributes the style of 
Several painters of: the impressionist 
school to the fact that they are short- 
sighted or suffer from other defects of 
vision. He finds explanation for the 
manner. in which Turner completed his 
last great works in the fact that the 
master was stricken with locomotor 
ataxia, which often is followed by atro- 
phy of the retina. 

He says that. when criticised from.a 
medical point of view, Zola’s deductions 
regarding heredity and his occasional 
descriptions of disease, as fount in the 
novel, ‘‘Dr. Pascal,’’ are worthless. Dr. 
Cabanes avers that Zola did not carry 
out efficiently his own formulas in re- 
gard to acurate observation. Instead, 
he accepted haphazard notes from phy- 
sicilans whom he met, and did not have 
sufficient scientific knowledge to use 
intelligently for literary purposes the 
material thus gained.

LONDON, Dec. 21—In a lecture at 
Scarborough Lievtenant-General Sa- 
den-Powell expounded his scheme for 
dealing with the 1,750,000 youths In -his 
country who he estimates are “drift- 
ing.”’ 

“People who consider the question 
must be surprised by the ‘ enormous 
number of boys who go to the bad ev- 
ery year,” he said. 

“T am getting out a little handboo<«< 
by means of which people can efin- 








ycate themselves on the particular lines 


which I call ‘scouting.” They can also 
educate the boys whom they are able 
to get under their control. The idea ts 
that each young man should take sx 
boys and train them in scouting, and 
in the handbook I have taid down the 
plan to be acted on. 

“This plan,” he declared, “teaches 
the beys observation, life-saving, sani- 
tation, tracking, how te take care of 
their own health, how they should ba- 
have towards women and children, and 
how to be helpful. Under it the boys 
have always to be looking about to see 
how they may do good to someone.”’

ARE FORCIBLY EJECTED 


Agitators Shake Fingers at 
Judges and Screain 
Defiance. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—Shaking their fin- 
gers at the judges and hurling protests 
against women being tried in courts 
ruled by men, the suffragists have 
startled the staid Engtish courts in a 
new campaign for “equal rights.” — 

In nine London police courts where 
cases against women were tried repre- 
nentatives of the Women’s Freedom 
League appeared and it was not until 


they were carried kicking and protest- 
ing from the courtrooms that the trials 
Could proceed. The stern commands 
of silence from some of the judges only 
urged the agitators to more vehement 
protestations. 

In one court a woman was on trial 
for attacking a peliceman, As the case 
was called a woman in fur coat and a 
smart toque stepped to the bar and, 
raising a snail, gloved hand, began 
addressing the Court It was Miss Irene 
Miller, one of the suffragist ieaders, 

Would Not “Ge Out Quietly.” 

Officers of the court, recovering from 
their astonishment, rushed forward to 
eject the woman, but the Judge stopped 
them, saying, ‘“‘Do not lay hands on her.

Fashion to Applicants for Cash---Arm- 
less Man Escapes, However.

No, gentle reader, this is not the name 
of a port the flee: will visit during 
the tour of the world. It is the oath 
jurors and witnesses must take before 
their scrip for court attendance will be 
paid. 

The oath originelly read: “Do yQu 
solemnly swear that you are not in- 
debted to the State of Missouri or the 
City of St..Louis on account of any de- 
linquent back taxes or on account of 
any fine, penalty, forfeiture, forfeited 
recognizance or costs?’ 

But like many French words, it is 
pronounced differently from the way it 
is spelled. If you don’t believe it, visit 
the City Auditor's office in the City Hall 
some day and hear the oath admin- 
istered: by Willlam P. Thien, “cotinter 
clerk” or paying teller of the office. 

Mr. Thien takes a running start from 
his desk, where he uas prepared a war- 
rant on the City Treasurer. With right 
hand upl..... he advances toward the 
person named in the order. About mid- 
way to the counter he begins on the 
oath. 

When he reaches the counter he lays 
down the warrant and comes to a full 
stop. One almost expects to hear a 
bass drum boom.once and the trom- 
bone mutter ‘‘Um-ta ra-rum!”’ as a fin- 
ishing touch. 

Then the person for whom.the war- 
rant is drawn lifts his right hand and 
says “I do,” after which he signs an 
affidavit and hurries to get his money 
from the Treasurer. 

Mr. Thien is a great stickler for the 
form of the oath. He insists that the 
swearer raise his right arm, with the 
hand uncloged, the hand being at least 
as high as the lobe of the ear. If some 
misfortune has deprived the swearer of 
his right hand then Mr. Thien accepts 
an oath backed up by the left hand. 

He also watches very closely to see 
that no one has his fingers crossed 
when he gives his solemn assent to the 
oath, 

It is conceded that a man with as 
much as two-thirds of a right arm may 
use the stump in swearing. Once and 
only once a man without either arms or 
hands appeared to collect witness fees. 
Mr. Thien was nonplused. 

“How can this man take the oath?’ 
said he. “I know of fio precédent.’’ 
sald. the armless man, “‘if some 
sneed IT will stand ‘on my head. and 
swear with my right leg.”’ 

But this did not meet the requirements 
of the law. 

“You might stick a walking cane 
with a glove on the end of it in his 


regular,

Fusion of All Organizations 
Now in the Ghetto Is 
Planned. 








Orthodox Jewish charity or- 
futiizations have held a_ conference 
ith a view of consolidating into one 
y that they may be able to do bet- 
er work i behalf of the needy ones in 
he Ghetto. There are a score of small 
®rganizations at present, each having 
Separate officers, each paying rent for 
meeting place, expending money for sta- 
tionery, postage, etc. The idea is to 
tombine and thereby put an end to this 
“waste of time and money,” as the 
leaders of the movement argue. 

The movement has been started by the 
Viddish daily paper, The Vorsteher, and 
Mr. J. M. Wolfsohn, the editor, has been 
championing the union of the charitable 
erganizations from the beginning. He 


gays that in a short time the consolida- 
tion will be effected, and that the needy 
Jews of the Ghetto will be profited 
greatly by it. 

At the conference of these societies, 
which was held in the Shaare Sphard 
synagogue, most of the Jewish Ortho- 
idox charitable organizations were rep- 
resented by delegates. 

Committee to Form Plans. 

A committee was chosen to work out 
plans for the union of the various so- 
cieties. Sam Kurtz has been chosen 
chairman of this committee and Sol. 
Goldman secretary. Other members of 
the committee are Mrs. Bertha Finkel- 
stein, Louis Marks, Miss Mary Fleish- 
man. I. Zimmerman, Sam Hikin and J. 
Chamin. 

So far the propositions are to either 
form a federation with delegates from 
each organization or to form a body 
similar to the United Hebrew Charities, 
which are managed by the Reformed, 
er German Jews, as they are called in 
the Ghetto. Leaders of the movement 
are in favor of a body to be known as 
The United Jewish Orthodox Charities. 
This would necessiMte only one set of 
officers and it would save all unneces- 
sary labor and expenses of running the 
organization. 

When asked his opinion about the con- 
solidation of the charitable societies, 
Rabbi Dr: Adolf Rosentreter of B'nai 
Amoona congregation, said: 

“In union there is strength. It is cer- 
tainly best for all concerned that these 
societies be united into one body. In 
these days, when the cold winter js ap- 
proaching, and when many me are 
eut of employment, it takes united ac- 
tion to help the suffering ‘and needy 
ones. 

“The men and women in the small or- 
ganizations, who are really earnest in 
their charity work, will undoubtedly join 
the united body and thereby help in the 
good work. As for the poor who need 
the aid, it will be much better for them. 
For a large body of charitable persons 
can accomplish the right things in the 
way of making self-supporting citizens 
of those in need, instead of making pau- 
pers of them by giving them just enough 
to meet their wants of a day. The way 
to do real good is only through a strong 
union of all charitable organizations of 
the Orthodox Jews.”’

Young Wife for Will 
Slight. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 21.—“Castle

of more than a million dollars are 


volved in a will contest which is 


gossip topic of Kansas City social cir- 
cles. The witli is that of the late Dr. 
Isaac M. Ridge, one of the ploveer phy- 
sicians of Western Missouri, who died 
May 8 of this year at the age of &1 years. 

When the will was opened in the pres- 
ence of the widow, the second wife of 
Dr. Ridge, and the three surviving chil- 
dren, all born to the first wife, great 
was the surprise of the children to learn 
that each had been cut off with $600. 
The rest of their father’s big estate was 
left without reserve to their stepmother, 
the widow. 

Contest Suit Is Filed, 

At once there was talk of contest by 
the three children, William E. Ridge, 
Thomas 8S. Ridge and Mrs. R. F. Lake- 
nan, all widely known in Kansas City. 
The suit has now been brought, the de- 
fendants being Mrs. Ridge, the execu- 
trix, and Thomas R. Morrow, the execu- 
tor of the estate. 

Dr. Isaac M. Ridge came to Kansas 
City in 1848 when a few houses along 
the river front were the only evidence 
of the city of the future. Two years 
later he married Miss Eliza Smart, 
daughter of Judge Thomas Smart, who 
owned a large part of the ground on 
which Kansas City now stands. 

Dr. Ridge saw many adventures and 
privations in the exciting days before 
and during the war. One of his homes 
was at the junction of Main, Delaware 
and Ninth streets, now the most promi- 
nent business center in the city. 


Bullt Magnificent Home. 

When wealth came tc him Dr. Ridge 
decided to build a splendid home. At 
what is now Twenty-second street and 
Woodland avenue is the apex of a hill 
that overlooks the Missouri valley for 
miles. In all Kansas City there is not 
a more sightly spot for a home such s 
Dr. Ridge planned. Dr. Ridge bougnt 
388 acres at the top of the hill and there 
he built his ‘“‘castle’ and laid out his 
grounds. 4 

The grounds are like those of an Eng- 
lish estate. There are drives, gardens, 
vineyards and a lake. An immense lawn 
shaded with forest trees stretches from 
the front of the house. The interior of 
the home is in keeping with the exterior. 

Into this home Dr. Ridge, two years 
after the death of his first wife in 1884, 
took his second wife, who was Miss 
May Campbell of Cincinnati. There are 
no children of this marriage. 

Children Blame Young Wife. 

Since the death of Dr. Ridge it has be- 
come known that after the second wife 
arrived the father and children became 
estranged. The children blame the sec- 
ond wife, who was much younger than 
her husband, for the estrangement. In 
the petition, which the children filed in 
the contest suit, it is charged that Mrs, 
Ridge persuaded her husband, by unfair 
means, to practicaly disinherit his chil- 
dren and leave his fortune to her. 

The children charge that their father 
had no tight to will the property to his 
second wife, as in reality it all belonged 
to his first wife, having descended to 
her from her father. 

The petition also charges the second 
wife, because of the great age of her 
husband, was able to persuade him 
seven years ago that the property 
really belonged to him: and that he had 
a right to give it away. 


HOW WM. HELLAN GOT THE

PuLTRFY SIE POWERS SHOW 


TH 


WHICH GOEBEL WAS SHOT 


GEORGETOWN, Ky., Dec. 21.—The 
development of the week in the trial 
of Caleb Powers, former Secretary of 
State, charged with conspiring to mur- 
der Gov. Goebel, was Powers’ testi- 
mony that his attorneys had in their 
possession the rifle with which Goebel 
Was shot, and that they would bring 
it into court when permitted to do 80. 

The gun itself, rusty and unfit for 
further use, was shown on the stand 
when Grant L. Roberts was called as 4 
witness. The courtroom had been crowd- 
ed all day with persons who had pa- 
tiently waited to get a glimpse of the 
famous weapon. 

Powers conducted the search for the 
rifle from his cell, and he had not seen 
the weapon at the time of his testi- 
mony. It was found in the possession 
of Albert Helton of Knox County, a4 
former resident of Harlan County, who 
will be called as a witness to impeach 
the testimony of Henry E. Youtsey, 
the convict, as far as he testified as to 
the disposition of the gun. 

What Youtsey Says. 

Youtsey testified that he had con- 
sulted with Powers as to the selection 
of the gun with which Goebel was to 
be shot, and that after it had been used 








he directed Ben Rowe, the negro jani- 
tor of Powers’ office,-to carry it out 
and to remove the cartridges. 

The story, as Powers, presents it, 
will be that Youtsey secretly took the 
gun from Powers’ office, gave it to one 
of the mountain men, and that a man 
named McKnight gave it to Helton, 
who took it home with him because no 


one would take it from him. 


Long Search for the Gun. 

Powers undertook the search through 
friends after a chance remark at his 
trial in 1906 that the gun was then in 
Harlan County. By letters he directed 
his friends in that county to “hunt it 
up.”” Finally it was traced to Helton, 
byt Helton could not be found. Then 
he was located in Knox County. 

Grant L. Roberts, Deputy Internal 
Revenue Collector, testified the rifle is 
one that Youtsey raffled near Christmas 
in 1899, and which he bought from th. 
winner. He had it in his office at 
Frankfort but it was removed from 
there without his knowledge a few days 
before Goebel was shot. It is a Marlin 
make, 38x58 caliber. Its magazine still 
contains the unused cartridges. Roberts 
secured the gun from Helton and he and

Be Sure of Solicitor,

Moreover, -if money, secured by 
their solicitation, is sent direct to the in- 
stitution, their agreement still binds 
— they are to receive their stipulated 
The methods of Christmas grafts are 
innumerable.

OMAHA. Neb., Dec. 21.—“What has 


become of little Lily Olson, the 4-year- 
eld girl who wandered away from her 
father’s home near Rosale, Neb., and 
cannot be found.” 

This is a question which thousands of 
persons in Eastern Nebraska and West- 
ern lIewa are asking themselves and 
éthers, and which they attempted to 
answer by the aid of bloodhounds, In- 
dian trailers, detectives and _ well-or- 
ganized searches, in which persons 
came from Omaha and Sioux City by 
special trains to participate. 

Practically everybody in three coun- 
ties turned out, not once, but half a 
dezen times, to assist the broken-Peart- 
ed father in the search for his little girl. 
@ichools were closed that the pupils 
might join in the' quest. Crowds have 
been drummed up by advertisements in 
every newspaper in a dezen towns. 


Indian Trackers Fall, 


The Omaha and Winnebago reserva- 
tions sent their yery best Indian trail- 
ers and trackers, men who once could 
follow the trail of a paleface a week 
after it had been made, but they, too, 
have been baffled, as were the blood- 
hounds which attempted to follow the 
seent of the mysteriously missing gir). 

Not a single trace has been found— 
ypothing to denote that she ever left 
the spot from which she waved her 
childish “‘good-by”’ to her two brothers 
as they went for the cows, and then 
turned as if to return to the house a few 
tundred yards away and in plain sight. 

The Olsons are farmers and live near 
Rosalie, a few miles from tha, Omaha 
Indian reservation, between Omaha and 
Sioux City. There are half a dozen 
children in the family, and little Lily, 
4 years old, was the favorite. There 
were two boys, her brothers, 15 and 17 
years old. 

When Last Seen, 


afternoon, Dec. 8 the two 
brothers started for the pasture to 
drive in the cows.

Then, as it be- 
gan to sprinkle, the boys walked back 
nearly to the house with her. The house 
occupies a commanding position on the 
top of a hill. When within 300 yards, 
and in plain sight of the house, the boys 
left the little girl and returtied to the 
pasture for the cows. As they were 
about to pass from view over a hill they 
turned and looked back. Lily was 
standing where they had left her. She 
waved her hand at the boys as they 
Gisappeared from view. And no one 
has told of seeing her since.

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CLUB PLANS 10 
HAVE DAUGHTER 
NOMINATE BRYAN 


Mrs. Leavitt Will Make Speech 
if Woman’s Organiza- 
tion Succeeds. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 21.—The prelimi- 
nary step Was taken here today in a 
movement expected to materialize 
in Mrs. Ruth Bryan Leavitt plac- 
ing her father, William Jennings Bryan, 
in nomination for the presidency at 
the Democratic Nationa] Convention in 
July. The Women's Bryan Democratic 
Club of Colorado filed articles of incor- 
poration, and Mrs. Leavitt, who is in 
Europe, was named as one of its 16 
directors. 

The club will work in behalf of Mr. 
Bryan and will urge the Democracy of 
Colerado to elect Mrs. Leavitt as a dele- 
gate to the National Convention, so that 
she will have a right to the floor to 
make the nominating speech. The ar- 
ticles of incorporation were filed .by 
Misses Clara Hunter, Annie St. Clair 
and Alice M. Morgan. 

Mrs. Leavitt is expected to return to 
Denver, where she has been living for 
the past five years, in the early spring- 
time. As women in Colorado exercise 
the right of suffrage, it is possible that 
the Woman's Bryan Democratic Club 
will develop into an organization of 
great influence and be in a position to 
override the mere men delegates at the 
State convention and send Mrs. Leavitt 
as a delegate io the National Conven- 
tion. 


Since Mrs. Leavitt, who Is the old- 
est daughter of Mr. Bryan, moved to 
Colorado with her artist husband she 
has been actively interested in club 
work, and gradually drifted into po- 
litical life. Her aptitude for politics 
was uot discovered immediately by 
hersgqif or her friends, as she came 
from Nebraska, where equal suffrage 
is to the women a distant Utopia. 
However, Mrs. Leavitt quickly proved 
to be a “good mixer,” the primary 
requisite for a politician, and-She was 
initiated. 
Head's Woman's Club. 

Swiftiy she was carried on the cur- 
rent of suffragwe feeling to the chair of 
president of the Jane Jefferson Club, 
the strongest organization of Demo- 
cratic women in the State of Colorado. 

It was in this position that she had

tional oratorical ability, and as a pre- 
siding officer she won distinction, She 
has @ remarkable knowledge of pa:- 
HMamentary law and is remarded with 
astonisthment by Wemen whe have 
studied it for years.

SUFFERS FROM ORDEAL 
Injuries Cause Collapse Afte: 
Ride Through the 
Tunnel. 





Swept by an iron beam from the roof 


of a freight car as his train was cross- 
ing Eads bridge at daylight, Hugh 
Kenihan, a brakeman, fell to-a plank 
sidewalk, three feet wide, which paral- 
lels the railroad tracks, bounded off 
and downward, with nothing between 
his body and the Mississippi, 70 feet 
below, except @ one-inch swinging 
cable. His hand struck that cable, his 
fingers closed about it, and saved 
his life. 

For several seconds he dangled half- 
cazed in midair, looking at the water, 
trying to summon strength enough 
to climb out of danger. Above him the 
cars were still passing. He shouted, 
but the noise-of the train drowned. his 
vcice. So, hand over hand, he worked 
his way slowly up to the walk from 
which he had fallen. Exhausted, he 
fell on the planks and lay there until 
the last car of the train was passing. 
Then he rose, “swung’’ the ladder of 
the car, and hung there while the train 
swept through the tunnel and into the 
Kleventh street yards where he fell. 

Trainmen picked him up and called 
an ambulance. He was taken to St. 
Mary’s Infirmary, suffering from a 
sprained ankle and a bruised knee. 

Took Run on Friday, 13th. 

Henihan, is a wandering brakeman, 
and he fook his present “run” on Fri- 
day, Dec. 13. He had crossed the bridge 
on the roof of a freight car many times 
and he had learned that he could mini- 
mize the discomforts of the trip through 
ths tunnel by riding at the bottom of 
the ladder, where the smoke is not so 
dense. So, on Friday morning, as his 
train approached the tunnel he started 
to descend. 

He forgot the numereus beams in the 
ironwork of the bridge, and as he went 
down the ladder he leaned out too far. 
He was brushed off like a fly. The blew 
he received was so sévere that the heel 
was wrenched from one of his shoes. 
As he rolled off the narrew sidewalk, 
he says, he was conscious first of in- 
tense pain in his knee and ankle, and 
then of the fact that, in all probability, 
he was falHng to certain death in the 
river. 

Sees Cable as Life-Saver. 

As he fell he thought of other train- 
men who had .disappeared in a like 
manner, and he declares that as he 
plunged downward he even wondered 
how far his body would drift in the cur- 
rent of the Mississippi before it would 
be found. It was dark, but he says he 
saw the slender cable. plainly, and recog- 
nized it @s the only possiblesmeans of 


lre 


saving himself. 

The shock of the break of his fall as 
he grasped the wire caused him addi- 
tional agony from the injuries he fe- 
ceived from the iron beam. 

“T knew it was simply a case of do or 
die,’ he says. ‘‘so I climbed back to 
‘that bridge. I don’t know how I man- 
aged to swing on the car. Terrible 
pains were shooting through my legs, 
but I feared if I lay on the sidewalk 
for any length of time I would become 
unconscious and\fau a second time. So 
I called on every bit of strength I pos- 
sessed and held to the ladder. 

“The trip through the tunnel was 
awful. T thought I would die from 
the pain. But I was so thankful for 
iny eseane from death in the river 
that 1 determined to survive the rest 
of my experiences and I won out, 

Will Stay on Roof Hereafter. 

“The other brakemen didn't know 
I was hurt until I tumbled off in the 
yards. They had roasted me about 
going to work on the thirteenth, es- 
pecially when it came-on Friday, but 
I'm not so sure that it’s unlucky, aft- 
er all. JI guess I'll be out by Christ- 
mas, and Tlll be crossing that bridge 
on a by the first of the 
year.

When the party left St. Louis yester- 
day morning it @onsisted of Gov.

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PROSECUTORS WOULD RAID 
“WHISKY DRUG STORES” 





Legisiature Will Be Asked to Remove Ob- 
stacle to Enforcement of Liquor Laws 
Are Blamed. 


— Physicians 





The “whisky drug store,” and the 
physician who prescribes liquor for per- 
sons not generally known to be iil, are 
the greatest obstacles to the enforce- 
ment of prohibitory laws in Missouri. 
So say the prosecuting attorneys of lo- 
cal option counties, a number of whom 
left for their homes yesterday, after a 
two-days’ gathering uere. At this meet- 
ing they prepared a bill for the next 
Legislature, intended to authorize raids 
on drug stores of the class to which 
they object. 

Varying reports of the progress of 
the anti-saloon movement are made by 
the prosecutors. One of those inter- 
viewed by the Post-Dispatch says he 
can see no good result, and that a grave 
problem has appeared in the loss of 
revenue. The others make statements 
more or less favorable to the working 
of local prohibition, and one declares 
that a moral transformation has taken 
place in the few months that the new 
law has been in effect. 

The statements of the prosecutors to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter are as follows: 
Physicians Are Checked. 
EMMETT WILLIAMS, Madison Coun- 
ty: When we adopted local option, the 
saloons gave way to the “whisky drug 

stores.”’ 

We found a great meny of our neigh- 
bors on the disability list. Investiga- 
tion convinced me that certain physi- 
clans were prescribing syrup and rock 
candy and spiritus frumenti for their 
patients. These same patients were 
healthy and strong, so far as [ could 
judge. 

In one day there were 70 such pre- 
scriptions. One man alone bought a 
quart of the stuff at one time. 

I directed the attention of the State 
Board of Health to the physicians who 
were thus prostituting their profession, 
with the result that they have stopped 
putting patients under the whisky treat- 
ment. 

We are having some trouble with local 
option, but on the whole it is working 
out well. I believe we shall be able to 
enforce the law to the letter. 

A Quick Transformation. 

EK. F. NELSON, Sullivan County: The 
drink habit is no longer popular in Sul- 
livan County. 

Since our local option law went into 
effect, Oct. 17, the Hst of those who 
have “sworn off” includes three of our 
best-known citizens. 

One of them was a man, who, when 
‘razed by strong drink, would abuse his 
wife and children and «seek trouble 
among his associates. He spent most of 
his time around the saloons. Today he 
is one of our Jeading church members. 

We had four saloons and four whisky 
drug atores, and all of them have moved 
out of the county. The women helped the 
local option cause by influencing the 
votes of their husbands, brothers and 
aweethearts. On election day they 
cooked meals for the temperance work- 
ers. 

Decision Ia a Setback. 


J. D. BROOKS, “ig 8 Couasty: The 
liquor evil under the local option law 


was checked in Oregon County until the 
Supreme Court decided that it {s no of- 
ferse to give away beer or whisky.

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DEAL DENIED 
HENRY WYMAN 


Remarks Might Have Led to 
Family Agreement Story, 
He Says. 


CHARGES ARE~ FILED 


Politics Working Fast at Capi- 
tal to Prevent Reap- 
pointment. 








A formal charge that Postmaster Wy- 
man promised to have his brother, Hen- 
ry Wyman, appointed as his successor, 


and failed to keep the pledge, has been 
filed with the Postmaster-General by 
Congressman Coudrey of St. Louis. It 
developed yesterday that the resignation 
of Henry Wyman as Assistant § Post- 
master, after serving three years un- 
der his brother, was the result of his 
discovery that the Present Postmaster 
had made up his mind to apply for re- 
appointment. 

Henry Wyman quit in a huff, and has 
not since been on friendly terms with 
his brother. When Congressman Cou- 
drey heard that there had been such a 
deal between the Wyman brothers he 
prepared the charge. 

It 1s reported in local political circles 
that Congressman Coudrey filed other 
charges. against Postmaster Wyman, 
but it is understood that the principal 
one is that Postmaster Wyman regard- 
ed the office here in the light of a fam- 
ily sinecure. It is said that he expected 
to be able to deliver the office to Henry 
through the influence of his brother, Dr. 


United States Marine Corps, who is a 
close friend of President Roosevelt, and 
who is principally responsible for 
Frank's appointment. 

Postmaster Is Silent. 

Postmaster Wyman refused yesterday 
to discuss Congressman Cuoudrey’s 
charges. Henry Wyman said that he 
had been led to believe that Frank 
would not be a candidate for reappoint- 
ment, and that he would be in line for 
succession. 

It was stated at the time of Henry 
Wyman’s resignation as Assistant Post- 
master that he had been offered a more 
lucrative position in sight at the time, 
but afterwards he engaged in the real 
estate business. 

Henry Wyman gave the Post-Dis- 
patch the following written statement 
after denying that there was a deal be- 
tween himself and his brother in regard 
tc. the Postmastership: 

“T have refrained from doing or say- 
ing anything that might interfere with 
my brother’s candidacy for reapvoint- 
ment as Postmaster of St, Louls. So 
far as the charge made against him 
of having made a bargain or deal, I 
will say it probably rests on what I 
have said to some of my friends that 
he led me to believe that he would not 
care to hold the office beyond the term 
cf it. I think he will be able to satis- 
factorily meet the charge, for no agree- 
ment, bargain or deal was entered {fito 
between us.’’ 

Opponents Are Encouraged. 

The filing of the charge against Post- 
master Wyman has lent encouragement 
te his opponents in St. Louis and they 
their fight upon him. 
hopeful that with the 
aid of Secretary W. H. Taft, who has 
been endorsed by the Republic State 
Committee for President, that they can 
defeat his reappointment. 

Senator’ Warner and Congressman 
Coudrey, Bartholdt and Caulfield are 
working to prevent the president from 
sending Mr. Wyman’s name to the 
Senate. 

The opponents of Postmaster Wyman 
have been pushing Oscar L. Whitelaw 
for the appointment. If Wyman is 
‘rolled’ it is predicted that Mr. White- 
law will get the plum. . 

Mr. Howe refused yesterday to dis- 
cuss the Postmastership, especially the 
promise of Secretary Taft to interfere. 
Howe said that he had passed the 
question up to men bigger in party af- 
fairs than himself.

Church, South, who preached 
last Sunday about easy divorces and 
excortated the courts for “legalizing 
lust.” They all say that he is making 
smoke at the bottom of the wrong 
trée. 

They insist that it is the law, and 
not the courts, that makes it easy for 
men and women to get divorces in St. 
Louis. The law was meade by the 
Legislature and the Legislature alone 
can change it. They advise the Rev. 
Mr. Bradley, therefore, to see the 
Legislature about it. 

Must Follew Evidence. 

They refute the common error, into 
which it seems to them the Rev. Mr. 
Bradley has fallen, of supposing that 
divorces are granted or denied ac- 
cording to the whim or the predilec- 
tion of the Judge who hears the ev- 
idence. The fact is, as they say, that 
in almost no class of cases is there 
less discretion left to a Judge. The 
grounds for divorce are so clearly 
stated that they cannot well be mis- 
construed. If grounds provided in the 
statute are alleged in a divorce pe- 
tition and the allegations are sup- 
ported by competent proof, there is 
nothing left for the Judge to do, no 
matter how reluctant he may be, but 
to grant a decree. 

Some of the judges on the bench in 
St. Louis and some who have been on 
the bench in the recent past have 
been strongly opposed, personally, to 
granting divorces. They have strug- 
gied against it and have demanded 
the fulfillment of the requirements of 
the law to the last letter, but when 
that has been done they have been 
compelled to grant the decrees be- 
cause the law says they shall and 
they have sworn to uphold the law. 

The St. Louis Court of Appeals, with- 
in the past week, in reversing a decision 
of one of the Circuit judges who denied 
a divorce to a woman, gald: ‘The plain- 
-tiff proved her case by unimpeached and 
uncontradicted testimony, and, under 
the statutes, is entitled to a decree di- 
vorcing her from her husband. Her 
right to a divorce under the evidence 
is a legal right, not a matter resting 
in the discretion of the Court.” 

Forces Some From Bench. 
The divorce evil bears upon the Cir- 
cult judges with grievous weight. It has 
_ driven several of them from the bench. 
Their inability to deal with it, under 
the Nberal divorce law of the State, 
tends to make their condition unbear-

Investigation Favored. 

If the State would provide at reason- 
able expense a plan by which. each 
cause could be carefully investigated 
and all the facts as to the conduct of 
the plaintiff as well as of the defendant 
brought before the court, many suits 
would fail that now are successful.

tion cities to buck the outlaws. Such a 
scheme, however, is probably one of 
Johnson’s many hasty ideas and is not 
likely to go through, as he would un- 
doubtedly find it impossible to secure 
capital te put clubs in these cities when 
it would surely be a losing venture. 


FB the American Association had no 
| further view than putting a club 
in Chicago, it is likely that it would 

be granted the privilege by the National 
Commission, for a club could be put 


there at Callahan’s nark, or better still 
on the North Side, and the Nationa 
and American league teams would never 
feel the effects of it. At the same time 
it would help the Association. 

But President O’Brien is probably 
looking far beyond Chicago and prob- 
ably sees visions of a third big league, 
with clubs probably in Cincinnati, Cleve- 
lard and Pittsburg. Or better yet, a 
combination with the Eastern League, 
with Chicage, Columbus, Cincinnati and 
either Indianapolis or Toledo as a West- 
ern’ four, and Buffalo, Baltimore, Previ- 
dence and one of the other big Fastern 
i as the other end of the circuit.

AST night witnessed the close of the Milan Opera Company's engagement 
L of two weeks at the Odeon—in certain memorable aspects the mest re- 
markable operatic engagement ever sung in St. Louis. 

The organization came to us almost as if from an unknown world. We had 
never heard of any of its singers. The general impression, due to this now 
‘amazing fact, was that the company must logically be some sort of “fiy-by- 
night’ aggregation of foreign singers to whom little serious attention need be 
paid. Immediately upon its singing of “I’ Pagilacci’’ and ‘Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana” on the opening night, and of “Aida” the second night, it was conceded by 
the musically discriminating to be a great organization of lyric artists. 

This conviction increased with succeeding performances, and was empha- 
sized in this column of last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, a timely insistence upon 
the merits of the Milan singers for which I have since been thanked by many 
persons who would sincerely have re gretted missing the opportunity of hear- 
ing one or mere of this past week's productions. Only in the case of the ‘“‘Car- 
men” of Wednesday night, which the indisposition of Baritone Arcangeli, or- 
iginally cast for the Toreador role, and the deficiencies of certain others in the 
cast made unworthy of the Milan Com pany, did I find it necessary to write in 


adverse terms of any performance. 3 
Taken all in all, for satisfying artistic competency straight down the line, 


it was the worthiest operatic engagement known in local history. 

And at popular prices, too—don’t for get that. 

S —those of Adelina Padovani, Maria Gonzales, Francesco Signorini, Paola 
Wulman, Alessandre Arcangeli, Giuseppe Pimazzoni, singers, and Agide 
Jacchia, the masterful young director of the orchestra. 

Signora Padovani, whose initial impression was made as Violetta in ‘‘Trav- 
jata.’’ to be quickly followed and even surpassed by her Elvira in ‘“‘Puritani,”’ 
revealed a very admirable coloratura soprano of the’ first quality and an e¢x- 
ouisite technique. Signorina Gonzales, heard in ‘“‘Cavalleria Rusticana,”’ in the 
title role of “Aida,’’ and in ‘“‘Trovatore,”’ adds to a voice of great beauty, purity 
and volume, a surpassing physical loveliness, but was somewhat uncertain in 
dramatic achievement. Sig. Signorini, who sang but once during the engage- 
ment, as Radames in “Aida,’’ left a commanding impression of tenoric robust- 
ness and tone-truthfulness, fine dignity of bearing and an imposing stage pres- 
ence. Of gigantic frame, Sig. Wulman, heard as Mephistopheles in ‘Faust’ 
and as Sir George in “Puritani,” proved himself the possesser ef a sonorously 
massive basso such as we have not encountered in years. The finish and wide 
range of Sig. Arcangeli’s baritone, together with an exquisite certainly in at- 
taining desired dramatit effects, were characteristics that will long be remem- 


bered. Pimazzoni, heard in “I’ Pagliacci,” ‘“‘Aida”’ and “Puritani,’’ has a smash- 
ing baritone and a compelling magnetism in drama that made him a peculiar-

| Shop on North Broadway

Mrs. Lottie Preston, negress, shaves 
none but white men. Her shop 
at 2418 North Broadway draws 
customers from stores and factories 
blocks away, and “Auntie,”” as the 
men call her, has prospered at her un- 
usual trade. 

“Auntie” has been in* that shop 3 
years. When she moved there it was 
one of three one-story brick buildings 
in the block, and none of the persons 
who lived there is living now. Ballard 
Preston, her husband, was a barber, and 
she aided him in the business. When 
he died 25 years ago she continued it. 

The couple moved to St. Louis from 
the country, and arrafiged to occupy 
the shop without seeing it. They knew 
it was on Broadway, and that the 
Broadway line—the cars then ' were 
drawn by mules—ran to the old Fair 
Grounds. So they thought they were 
getting a place close to the grounds, 


and would derive much trade therefrom. 
They didn’t get the Fair-customers, but 
their trade grew, nevertheless. 

When Preston died he left his widow 
with five small children. She supported 
them on her earnings i in the barber 


shop, and two of them are &till living, 
but they are not barbers. They sell 
minnows, and are said to be the only 
negroes in North St. Louis engaged in 
the business. 
“Aunty” charges the usual barber- 
shop rates—25. cents for haircut, 10 cents 
for a shave, 5 cents for a “neck shave.” 
Her certificate from the Barbers’ State 
Boa f miners gives her name as 
Mrs. Lottie eston, and adds that the 
certificate ‘entitles him to practice the 
occupation of barber in the said State.”

“He looked down at me,” says 
“Auntie” in telling the story to her 
customers, “and he says, ‘Whut are you 
doin’ here?’ An’ I says, ‘ F was ‘rested, 
Jedge.’ An’ I told him whut fer. 

“Wy,” he says, ‘you ain’t a barber. 
You’se a barberESS.’ 

“I says, ‘Can I go then, Jedge?’ 

“An’ he says, “Yes, you is discharged 
on a technicalumny—that’s whut he 
says, and home I come.’ 

“Auntie” is ‘‘clippitn’ close to ~ 50,” 
she said when she was asked her age. 
She expects to shave men in the neigh- 
borhood of Broadway and North Market 
for many years to to come.

How 
some men do like to destroy faith!” But when 
he reflects that John the Baptist had his head 
cut off long before any gospel was written, 
and that it was John the aspostle to whom the 
fourth gospel was ascribed, he begins to realize 
that his faith is better off for being emancipated 
from absurdity, and to wish he had thought a lit- 
tle about his beliefs before so stoutly attacking 
those who questioned them. 

An alliance with science does religion good by 
clearing its path and relieving it of incumbrances. 
It also adds a positive help. It furnishes new and 
striking examples of the wonder of creation, and 
of its continuous miracle. A world made in six 
Cays is immeasurably less impressive than a world 
whose beginning reaches back further than time 
can measure. The marvels of an unscientific age 
cannot compare with the marvels which are with 
us the common facts of every day. 

Radiuin is a more wonderful ting than a burn- 
ing bush, and to receive messagos from friends in 
mid-ocean is a miracle of the sort that it would

To have instances of God’s working now, helps 
religion more than merely to hear how men sup- 
posed he worked ages ago. Examples of creative 
activity going on right about us furnish better 
material to illustrate faith than ever was fur- 
nished before. It.is better because no one ques- 
tions it, and because it brings God within range. 
It is better to have an idea of a living God than 
of a God who once was said tc live, and in @ way 
no one finds him manifesting himself now. 

In the face of such facts, it is strange that any- 
one should distrust the wholesome influence of a 
genuine science, or kidnap the name for a belief 
which sets at naught its validity and its demon- 
stration of the way the divine power works 
through knowledge and experience. It is as if 
someone should cry out that to make a water 
supply pure so as-to do awa: with typhoid fever 
fe an attack on the rivers and springs which are 
life to man. 


A Common Everyday Example 

PE inet: someone should form a league against 
the higher critics of our food supply, who certify 
the purity of the dairies, and should charge them 
with being destroyers of faith in milk as the Vest 
form of nourishment, because they say that a 
teaspoonful or ordinary milk of the best grade 
contains millions of bacteria. This spreads a 
dangerous distrust, this undermines faith in milk. 
It is taking food from the mouths of infants. 
Suppose they should shut their eyes to the fact 
that these higher critics of the milk supply are

The first panel of the right gate tells the story 
cf Cain and Abel in a most graphic manner. 
First the ovcupations of Cain und Abel ar: pic- 
tured as described in Genesis IV, 2: “And Abel 
was a keeper of sheep, but Cain was a tiller of 
the ground.” Abel is pictured as seated on the 
mountain side surrounded by a flock of sleep, 
while Cain is plowing with a wooden plow and 
an ox. Another incident is pictured—Genesis IV, 
38and4: “Cain brought of the fruit of the ground 
an offering unto the Lord. And Abel, he also 
brought of the firstlings of his flock.”” These 
scenes seem but incidents. preparing the observer 
for the dramatic climax—the tragedy: “And 
Cain rose up against Abel, his brother, and slew 
kim.” The fourth scene represents Cain, with 
the mark upon him, going cut as “a fugitive and 
a vagabond in the earth.” 

Tell:the Story of Noah. 

The second panel of the left gate tells the story 
of Noah. There is pleasure merely in the rec- 
ognition of the animals who march so gfavely 
around the ark, and the incidents in the life of the 
patriarch, his coming from the ark, “the bow of 
promise,” his sacrifice, and his drunkenness be- 
fore his sons are all related with the fullness of 
detail, even while they are combined as one har- 
inonious compostiion. 

Graphically and in a most charming manner is 
the story of Abraham told in the second panel of 
the right gate, from the time the three men ap- 
pear at the door of his tent in the plains of 
Mamre, announcing that a child should be born 
unto his wife, Sarah, up to and including the sac- 
rificing of Isaac. Im the first scene Abraham 
bows before the men, as he gives them food and 
hears their news; Safah standing in the door lis- 
tening. “And Sarah heard it in the tent door, 
which was behind him.” (Genesis XVIII, 10.) In 


this panel, as in the one telling the story of Cain 
and Abel, the second point is dramatic—the sacri- 
fice of Isaac. Abraham stands ready to slay his 
son in obedience to the Divine command, but it 
is evident that he does so with the hope of respite, 
although he does not yet see the ram caught’ in 
the thicket behind him, which is to serve as a 
substitute for the submissive Isaac. The servants 
and the ass which brought fagots for the sacri- 
fice, are so skillfully grouped below that they 
play their part in the story without detracting 
attention from the principal’ group. 
Esau ‘and Jacob and Joseph. 

The third panel of the left gate tells the story 
of Esau and Jacob. The selling of Esau’s birth- 
right and Jacob’s deception of Isaac are the in- 
cidents illustrated. 

The story of Joseph is told in ? most interesting 
manner in the third panel of the right gate. The 
pathos of the scene where Joseph is sold by his 
brothers to the Midianites mercLantmen, is less- 
ened by their joyful rewmion. One cannot help but 
admire the beautiful group of Israelite women 
and boys bearing corm from Egypt to feed their 
famishing countrymen. 

With wonderful tenderness Ghiberti tells the 
story of Moses in the fourth panel of the left gate. 
In the Jeft foreground he has pictured a mighty 
wave, which tells the story of the children of Is- 
rael crossing the Red Sea. One sees the grand old 
prophet stretching out his hand to réceive the 
law from the angelie host.

The story of David slaying Goliath is the sub- 
ject treated in the fifth panel of the left gate. 

One realizes how little actual size restrains 
greatness and dignity of impression by the last 
panel, whose limits etpand to furnish a fit set- 
ting for the visit of the Queen of Sheba to Solo- 
mon. The meeting takes place before a vast pal- 
ace, whose iorticos' stretch far back into the dis- 
tafce. Attendants upon royal perscnages and 
their respective retinues, a crowd of figures, coun- 
selors, women and men-at-arms. The marvel here 
is that so many figures have been disposed with- 
out confusion in so limited a space. Ghiberti’s 
mastery of perspective is well-nigh absolute. The 
halves of the pane! balance perfectly, and Ghi- 
berti’s consummate skill in composition is shown 
in the grouping and attitudes of the figures mak- 
iug up the balanced parts.

They were 
orginally imported into the coal regions of Penn- 
sylvania by the mine operators to break the 
strikes of English-speaking mines, but they soon 
learned to go. upon strikes themselves, and they 
are so clannish that when they make demands 


“When business resumes a norma! condition 
again, and this class of labor comes into demand, 
negroes from the South will take the place of the 
many thousands of workmen who have gone back 
to Europe,” he said. “The large employers of 
labor, especially in the Eastern stee] and iron 
mills, have discovered that the negro is a better 
workman than the foreign races. The negro has 
the advantage of speaking English, to bogin with; 
he is quick to learn, he never expects a holiday 
and he is strong physically and can stand more 
hard work than the fellow from Italy or dun- 
gary. In some of the mills in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict Southern negroes are working as heaters 
and rollers and earning from $5 to $20 a day, 
and doing the work better than any foreigner 
could do it.” 

At the time the last census was taken, in 1900, 
the foreign-born population of the United States 
was 13 per ent of the whole population. This 
percentage -vill be reduced considerably this win- 
ter by the exodus of foreigners. It is one of those 
strange movements of people which has occurred 
at intervals ever since man came into the world. 
One of the strangest of these movements of hu- 
ranity was that of the Cimbri and Teutons, tribes 
which inhabited the German forests. About 100 
years before the Christian era these tribes, num- 
bering many thousands, left their native for- 
ests and moved southward and westward, skirt- 


they all stick together. They have too many holi- 
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ing the north shore of the Adriatic Sea, Italy, the 
Mediterranean, and down into Spain, up again 
into Gaul and back from whence they came orig- 
inally. Another great exodus was that of the 


' Tartar tribes, under Ghengis Kahn, and yet an- 


other was the exodus of the Goths and Vandals. 
Every Biblical student is familia. with the exodus 
of the Jews fro. Egypt, an the oppression of 
the Pharaohs. their wanderings for 40 years in the 
deseris of Arbaia and their final settlement in the 
land of Canan. 

But one of the greatest systematic movements 
of humanity known to history has been the com- 
ing to America in recent years of the Latin races 
from the south of Europe. In Italy and in Hun- 
gary many villages were practically deserted, 
their inhabitants having all gone * America. 
there were millions of them here. Students of 
race movements say that great numbers of them 
will return to their native ; il, many will stay 
there, but as the villages become overcrowded 
again there wik be another movement to some 
country where conditions are beiter. That coun- 
try may be Africa. Its fertile plains and valleys 
are awaiting the hand of the h’sbandman. Rail-

On more than one occa- 
sion I have been caught by a friend playing the 
piano and balancing a stick and hat on my head 
at the same time.

For 
example, often when talking to a friend I juggle 
five tennis balls at the same time. It amuses 
my friend and is practice for me. 


“The feats. by the way, which are the most 
difficult of accomplishment are by no meane 
those which an audience most appreciates. For 
example, one of my most popular feats is tha 
of juggling with a cannon ball and catching it on 
the back of my neck. This ts really by no means 
a very difficult feat, but it appeals immensely to 
the public, partially, I think, because they believe 
ic is a dangerous one. Of course, if I did not 
catch the ball on the right place it weuld kill 
me: but there is not the least chance of my mak- 
ing a mistake.

sugar paste and similar substances. No banquet 
is complete without its picture built of sugar. 
At her afternoon tea party “my lady” must have 
her cakes adorned with her crest or monogram, 
or with some work of the decorative confectioner’s 
art. 

At a recent cookery exhibition were to be seen 
birds, beasts and men, modeled so perfectly that 
i‘ is not too much to say they would not disgrace 
marble. 

One orange tree of colored translucent sugar 
was modeled, leaf, branch and fruit, entirely from 
this material, with laborious attention to detail.

M the possessor of “the smallest watch in

The shock from-.the death of a victim of this un- 
seen disease is all the more tense, since it comes 
without warning.

The wife may be at 
church, intent on a sermon, when she quietly 
Jeans her head on her husband’s shoulders, and 
all is over.

What Makes The Heart Beat 


ROF. JACQUES LOEB, the celebrated 
biologist, in his recentiy published 
book, “Dynamics of Living, Matter,” 

has shown that a strip cut from the ventricle 
of the heart put in a solution of chloride of 
sodium, will continue to beat for a number of 
days, unti] putrefaction sets In. 

He says that this can be done with an or- 
dinary muscle after it has been extirpated 
from the body. 

This would tend to prove that the heart 
is a chemical machine, and that it is all due 
to chemical action. 

The muscular contraction !s probably due 
to the substitution of sodium for calcium 
salts in the cells of the muscles. 

The diificulty of this theory is that it dues 
not explain the control of the muscles. It 
is plain that the problem of control is not 
solved by the chemical theory. 
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the heart had afflictions of its own, not superin- 
duced by other complaints, it has never been 
pointed out how to deal with these troubles. A 
person may not know that his heart is weak or er- 
ratic, and still be struck down. And even if he 
knew, what could he do to guard against such 
a calamity? 

From a national standpoint, Government med- 
ical statistics show that heart failure is increasing 
ir: fatality among the diseases. The staistics, as 
published by the Government, for 10 years, be- 
tween 1890 and 1900, show that heart trouble was 
third in number of deaths. Consumption ranked 
first, with pneumonia second and heart trouble 
third. 

The heart is the tenderest organ in the human 
body, not gven excepting the brain. The brain is 
reasonably open, to treatment in comparison to 
the heart; parts of the brain can be removed, and 


‘even be dispensed with, but when surgery is used 


on the heart, death is almost certain. Many per- 
sons are living today with parts of their brains 
removed, the functions of their bodies being al- 
most normal. But no one is living who has had a 
part of his heart removed. 

What little can be done with the heart is well 
illustrated by a case in St. Louis April 20, 1901. 
A-young man 22 years old was brought to the 
City Hospital, in an unconscious condition, with 
a stab wound in his heart. He was put on the 
operating table by Dr. H. L. Nietert, then Super- 
intendent of the City Hospital, who made an 
opening in the sternum two inches in diameter. 
It was found that blood from the heart had filled 
the pericardum, and was compressing the heart, 
thus lowering the heart beat and making the 
patient unconscious. When the clotted blood was 
let out of the pericardum, the man regained con- 
sciousness, and his heart beat arose. The doctors 
talked to him, watching his heart beat, and told 
him that they were going to sew it up. This 
‘n it three stitches. Thirty- 














three hours after the operation, the patient died. 

Local statistics show that heart disease is be- 
coming a great deal more prevalent in St. Louis. 
In the last five years there has been a marked 
increase in the number of cases where it is given 
as the cause of death. , 

The Health Department, in the old City Hall 
will not accept heart failure as a satisfactory ex- 
planation of a person's death. If such were the 
rule there would be too many chances for fou] 
play. The direct cause and contributory catse 
must be given, before the death certificate will 
be issued. No statistics are published by the city 
es to the number of deaths where heart disease 
has been the immediate or the indirect cause, and 
to determine all the entire death list must be gone 


Over, An approximate estimate of the ravages 
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from a comparison of the number during the first 
eight months of 1902 and the first eight months or 
1907. 

The Mortuary Clerk’s register of deaths shows 
that during the first eight months of 1902 there 
were 206 deaths due to heart disease, while during 
the same period in 1907 there were 8327:

At first all heart trouble 
was alike, but now finer. distinctions are being 
made. 

In generai there are two kinds of heart dis- 
¢ase—functional and organic, I[f there is trouble 
with the valves, the auricles or the aorto refusing 
‘o do its work, the fault is called functionai. If 
the trouble is inherent, not so much dependent on 
the mechanism, or with the nerves, it is organic. 
\-nder this head come hypertrophy, embolism and 
angina pectoris. 7 

Valvular defects are the most common, and are 
due to the valves not properly closing. Either 
there is too much blood in certain: portions of the 
body, or some of the chambers do not empty al! 
their contents. In order to compensate for these 
disturbances the heart does an extra amount of 
work, which either causes the walls to become 
thicker, or results in the enlargementa of certain 
chambers of the heart. The speed of blood cur- 
rents decreases, which causes the blood-serum 
to escape into the tissues, giving rise to the con- 
dition known as dropsy. Valvular defects are 
brought about during childhood by a number of 
infectious diseases. 

“I have spent some time, thinking on the alarm- 
ing Increase tn the numb of instances of death 
from heart disease,” saf Or. H. L. Behrens, a 
lecturer for Washingtow niversity, “and I have
